Look Out for Grasshoppers. 


The Northern Pacific Co. has 
posted up in Its ticket offices at all 
the local stations circulars regard

the threatened invasion by 
grasshoppers, giving directions for 
the extermination of the pest, to 
get her with pictures aud illustra­ 
tions.

the grasshoppers now found in our 
fields are neglected and permitted to 
multiply. 
‘‘An ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure.” 
The best remedy is to destroy the. 
eggs, or to prevent their hatching. 
This can only be done by plowing 
all land containing eggs during 
autumn and curly In spring, hence 
it is to late now to apply this rem­ 
edy. 
Plowing. If the young locusts are 
scattered over a field, and if the 
crops arc too much injured to be 
worth saving, the field should be 
plowed.

Tho slightest touch of kerosene 
oil, either from the pan or from the 
canvas sheet behind It, means death 
to the locust, for the oil spreads 
over its body in tho same way that 
a single drop of it will spread over a 
large surface of water.

Yet there have been lawyers, 
like Horace Binney and Abraham Un- 
coin, who would not thus prostitute 
their powers; and we would gladly 
give full credit to the claim made by 
Hon. Joseph H. Choate for his 90,000 
brother lawyers, that "you will look in 
vain elsewhere for more spotless hon­ 
or, more absolute devotion, more pa­ 
tient industry, more conscientious fidel­ 
ity than among these."

Now York, Juno 7.—A Mole St. Nich­ 
olas special to the New York Journal 
says;

He 
called for volunteers, explaining that 
it was a desperate mission, and that 
death was almost sure to all who ven­ 
tured in. 
Then the navy showed the 
stuff it la made of. 
Sampson asked for only eight men to 
man the Merrimac, but he could have 
had every officer nn dsnilor on the 
fleet. 
Out of the horde of volunteers 
he chose Lieut. Richmond I*. Hobson 
of Alabama and seven others, who took 
the big collier Merrimac right into the 
channel of 
Santiago, where, in 
the 
face of the fire from tile Spanish ships 
and batteries, the Merrimac was de­ 
liberately scuttled and sunk. Just be­ 
fore' a o’clock Friday morning the col­ 
lier, deeply laden with ballast material 
and coal, was headed straight for the 
entrance of the harbor without a light 
showing anywhere. 
She dashed well 
within the line of forts before she was 
discovered, our ships thundering at the 
enemy’s batteries to attract their a t­ 
tention from 
the 
Merrimac, which 
could not lie seen, but the sound of the 
Spaniards firing toward her showed 
that she had been detected and th at 
every possible gun was being brought 
to bear on her. 
The 
Spaniards may 
also have tried to destroy her by tho 
harbor mines, but if the attempt w’as 
made It did not succeed, for the Mer­ 
rimac went straight to the point indi­ 
cated by Admiral Sampson, where Rho 
was anchored and colly swung across 
the channel. Then Hobson 
B le w a H o le Sn H e r B o tto m , 
and with his men, only two of whom 
have been hurt, took to tho boat. They 
made an 
effort to 
row out 
of the 
harbor and regain the American fleet 
but Hobson saw that he had gone too 
far up the channel, and the effort to 
row* out would mean certain death to 
til his crew from all the around batter­ 
ies, as it w as 
th m 
daylight, so he 
turned 
and rowed 
straight 
for the 
Spanish 
Squadron. 
The 
Spaniards 
continued firing at him until they saw 
it was his evident purpose to surrender 
and then they ceased firing. 
Hobson 
and bis crew’ rowed straight for the 
Almiraute Oquendo and surrendered to 
Cervern in person, who received the 
prisoners 
courteously, 
and 
treated 
them with the respect due gallant men 
Who were prisoners of war. The Span­ 
ish commander sent word to Admiral 
Sampson, under a flag of truce, aud 
gallant])’ praised this heroism and of­ 
fered to arrange for an exchange for 
Spanish 
prisoners 
now 
in 
United 
States hands. 
From the boat bearing 
the flag of truce it was learned that 
the Spaniards cheered 
the American 
heroes as they were taken aboard the 
Oquendo. 
More than a hundred pro­ 
jectiles struck near the Merrimac and 
over a dozen shots went home. 
Rut 
two Americans 
were 
wounded, and 
those from splinters. 
The explosive 
used was a dynamite 
bomb operated 
by electricity. The Spanish boats that 
approached the wreck afterw ard with 
the evident intention of blowing it up, 
were driven back by our fire. Capt. 
Ovido, of tile truce boat, took back 
money and clothes to 
the American 
prisoners.

CAPT. GRIDLEY PIES lit IAPAX.

Washington, June 7. — Capt. Charles 
V. Gridley, commander eft the cruiser 
Olympia, and one of th e heroes of the 
brilliant victory a t Manila, is dead. 
The announcement of hi* death was 
received by the departm ent late yes­ 
terday afternoon In a cablegram from 
Paym aster Galt, of th e navy, dated at 
Kiobe, Japan, and directed to Secre­ 
tary Long. 
Tho 
dispatch 
contained 
this simple statement: 
"Capt. Gridley died to day. Remains 
accompany me on Coptic." 
Capt. Vernon Gridley 
is 
the first 
American officer of great prominence 
whose death Is a direct result of the 
existing w ar with Spain. 
As the, com­ 
mander of Admiral Dewey’s splendid 
flagship, and one of the admiral’s chief 
advisers, Capt. Gridley achieved dis­ 
tinction a t the battle of 
Manila bay 
and added to his previous laurels by 
winning high praise from bis superiors 
in the service 
for distinguished gal­ 
lantry and ability. 
Ile fought his ship 
from the conning tow’er, while Admiral 
Dew’oy directed the movements of his 
squadron from the bridge of the ves­ 
sel. 
It w’ns not 
known 
for several 
weeks after the engagement that Cupt. 
Gridley 
H ad A«iffe,rpd I n j n r y , 
and even now the precise nature of 
his trouble is not knowrn. 
On the ar­ 
rival of tho Sea fire at Hongkong on 
May 24 the navy department was no­ 
tified that Capt. Gridley had been con­ 
demned by a board of medical surgery 
and "invalided home." Subsequent ad­ 
vices received by the department indi­ 
cated that Capt. Gridley was suffering 
from the effects of a rupaure supposed 
to have been received during the bat­ 
tle at Manila, but 
no 
details 
were 
made known. 
It was 
not 
supposed 
that his Illness was very serious as the 
navy department w’as Informed th at 
the captain, in company of Pay master 
Galt, would leave for home as soon as 
possible. 
On May 28 they left Hongkong on 
the steamer Coptic, one of the vessel* 
of tile Occidental and Oriental steam ­ 
ship line. 
It would appear that Capt. 
Gridley died about the time the ship 
reached Kiobe. Capt. Gridley was not 
a "dress parade" officer. 
Among the 
older officers of the service, especially 
niuong those with wdiom lie served, he 
had the reputation of being one of the 
best equipped olftcers of the navy.

the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, and 
after 
a three 
hours’ 
bombardment, 
silenced nearly all the forts, destroyed 
several earthworks and rendered the 
Estrella and Cave batteries, the two 
principal 
fortifications, useless. 
The 
fleet formed in double column about 
six miles off Moro castle at 7 o’clock in 
the morning and steamed about 3,000 
yards to sea, the 
Brooklyn leading, 
follow’od 
by the 
Marblehead, Texas 
and Massachusetts, and turned west­ 
ward. The second line, tile New York 
leading, with the New Orleans, Yan­ 
kee, Iowa 
and 
Oregon, turned east­ 
ward. 
The Vixen and Suwanee were 
far out on the left flank, watching the 
riflemen on shore. 
The Dolphin and 
Porter did similar duty on the right 
flank. 
The line headed by the New 
York attacked 
the new earthworks 
near Moro castle. 
The P.rooklyn col­ 
umn took up a station opposite Estrel­ 
la and Catalina and the new’ earth­ 
works along the shore. 
The Spanish 
batteries remained silent. 
It is doubt­

placing the battery out of the fight. 
The Brooklyn closed to 800 yards, and 
then the destruction 
caused 
by her 
guns and those of the Marblehead and 
Texas was really awful. 
In a few 
minutes the woodwork of the Estrella 
fortification was in flames and the 
B a t te r y W a * S ile n c e d , 
firing no more during the engagement. 
Eastw ard the New York and New’ Or­ 
leans silenced 
the 
Cave 
battery in 
quick order, and then shelled the earth­ 
works higher up. 
Later the practice 
was not so accurate, owing to the ele­ 
vation of the guns. Many of the shells, 
however, lauded, and the* Spanish gun­ 
ners retired. 
Shortly after 9 the firing 
ceased, the warships turning, in order 
to permit the use of the port butteries. 
The firing then became a long, rever­

shells raked the Spanish batteries with 
terrible effect.

lights of the vessel were turned on the 
spot where the supposed destroyer had 
been sighted but not a trace of the 
boat could be found, and it is believed 
aboard the New York that she was 
.sunk. The first assupmptlon was that 
the vessel was the Pluton or the Furor, 
as the terror is not understood to have 
been at Santiago. 
On Saturday two 
Schwarzkopen torpedoes were found 
floating two miles south of El Moro. 
This is the class of torpedo used by 
the Spanish, and one of the two found 
had only the practice head.

ficers believe that a darkened railroad 
train that was moving along the shore 
was the real 
Object oftlie Bom bardm ent 
instead of a destroyer. 
No wreckage 
had been found, no dead bodies have 
been noticed, and it is possible that the

SLAUGHTER OF SPANIARDS. 


Over a Thousand K illed by P h ilip ­ 
p ine Insurgent*.

Manila, June 8. — The Spanish out­ 
posts have been driven 
In all along 
the line simultaneously and with great 
slaughter. It Is said that over a thou­ 
sand have been killed. There has been 
fierce hand-to-hand

was raging. 
The violent winds and 
torrents or rain reuder the rifles of 
the Spanish troops unavailing. 
The 
natives easily >von at every step with 
their slashing knives.

are now attacking Santa Mesa and 
Molate, the suburbs of the city, w hich 
Is completely encircled for a distance 
of seven miles. 
A native regiment, 
under Col. Aguinaldo, cousin of the in­ 
surgent leader, has joined the insur­ 
gents. 
Three rockets 
were dropped 
into the city. 
They are supposed to 
have been a signal for the natives. 
The governor has issued a despairing 
proclamation, 
B e g g in g the I n s u l a n t * 
to come to terms, and meanwhile he 
Is arranging to remove all the Spanish 
population inside the old walled city. 
He is filling 
the 
moats, testing the 
draw bridges 
aud 
placing strong 
guards in the principal streets and ar­ 
tillery along the walls. 
All the other 
troops 
are camping in 
the suburbs. 
The weather is terrific. 
Later—It now appears that the rock­ 
ets were not signals to the natives, but 
a warning from the Gorman consulate 
of the approaching typhoon, issued for 
the beueflt of ships in the harbor. 
I 
visited Cavite without the Spaniards 
knowing it and found there 197 woun­ 
ded and 5(1 prisoners, among the lat­ 
ter six Spanish officers, the others na­ 
tives. 
All 
are well 
treated. 
Chief 
Aguinaldo, in the course of an inter­ 
view, has said that the insurgents are 
eager to rush upon Manila forthwith, 
but that Admiral Dewey refuses to 
allow hordes of passionate semi-sav­ 
ages to storm a 
civilized metropolis. 
Admiral Dewey Intends to awalt the 
arrival of the American troops.

She came 
out by order of Admiral Cervera who 
was represented by Capt. Bustament 
y Oviedo, his chief of staff. The Span­ 
ish admiral was so struck by the won­ 
derful daring shown by Lieut. Hobson 
and his men that In generous recogni­ 
tion of the bravery of his foemen, he 
sent his chief of staff to let the Amer­ 
ican fleet know that the men were safe 
and treated well. This treatment the 
Spanish admiral promises shall be con­ 
tinued so long as they are under bls 
care.

One of tho most important questions 
of the near future to bo decided by con­ 
gress is whether or not the Nicaraguan 
canal shall be built by the United States 
government. The bill now pending in 
the senate committee will be reported 
probably within tho next fortnight 
Senator Morgan, who has espoused the 
building of a canal between the two 
oceans ever since he began service in 
the senate in 1877, will have charge of 
the canal bill. Ho has every hope of se­ 
curing its passage, at least through tho 
senate. 
There is no doubt the bill would have 
been passed at the last session of con­ 
gress had it not been for the opposition 
of Minister Rodriguez of tho Central 
American republics. This had tho offoct 
of changing many votes, and fearing if 
he pressed the bill it would moot defeat 
the Alabama senator withdrew it, giv­ 
ing notice at the same tim e that he 
would reintroduce tho measure at this 
session. This ho did several weeks ago. 
Tho bill as introduced is materially al­ 
tered to meet the objection raised by Ro­ 
driguez. There is a general disposition 
in congress favorable to building this 
canal, but there is some difference of 
opinion as to the amount required. 
Lyman E. Cooley, the well known 
engineer, who spent two months of last 
winter on the route of the proposed Nic­ 
aragua canal, in an interview says: 
As a bluff, if nothing more, the 
Nicaragua canal in operation today 
Would be worth $100,000,000 to this 
government. Completed, it could per­ 
petually say to all nations that our 
fleets in a moment of necessity could 
command the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
as no other fleets in the world would be 
able to do. In a race for Manilla, we 
starting at New York aud Spain at Ca­ 
diz, we, w ith the Nicaragua canal, 
could reach the Philippines before tiny 
fleet passing through the Suez canal 
could do so. ” 
Mr. Cooley has studied tho journey 
of tho battleship Oregon around South 
America with extraordinary interest, 
since, if the Nicaragua canal had been 
completed, tho Oregon might have been 
with Sampson weeks ago, or in any 
emergency any part of our navy could 
be dispatched to tho Pacific coast with 
tho saving of thousands of miles of jour­ 
ney. 
Suppose at tho least,” said Mr. 
Cooley, “ it costs $54,000,000 to con­ 
struct this c a n a l, or at tho most $133,- 
000,000, what would that amount to in 
view of tho fact that at tho present mo­ 
ment every city on the Pacific coast 
could ho destroyed by a hostile fleet be­ 
fore juiy battleship of ours could even 
round Cape Horn? When we could reach 
the ruins of San Francisco, the enemy 
would be at Hawaii, and when we wero 
there they would bo at Manilla or safely 
at home. Leaving aside all question of 
the value to us of tho canal as a power­ 
ful agency for developing our commerce, 
look at its construction from a war point 
of view. 
“ The Atlantic coast will always be 
the concentration point for the cream 
of our navy. New York city is 14,000 
miles from Still Francisco without the 
Nicaragua canal. That is by way of tho 
strait of Magellan. Steam vessels leav­ 
ing New York are over 18,000 miles 
from San Francisco, and sailing vessels 
by way of Cape Horn 15,000 miles 
away. 
The canal would shorten one 
route 8,207 miles aud the other route 
10,753 miles. A man-of-war sailing ten 
knots an hour, or 240 miles a day, would 
save in the ono instance 44 days and in 
the other 34 days’ time. In other words, 
if the Oregon is at Barbados, 02 days 
wero occupied by her in reaching that 
point from San Francisco by way of 
Cape Horn. W ith the Nicaragua canal 
complete 44 days’ time would have been 
saved over one existing route aud 84 
days over the other. 
The journey from 
San Francisco to New York could be 
made in 18 days by a slow vessel or IO 
or 12 by a swift one. 
Would not this 
be of value to the government when so 
much depends on the rapidity with 
which our vessels must be moved from 
point to point? Possessing the Nicaragua 
canal, w’o could prevent any navy in 
tho world from traversing the Horn for 
tho purpose of attacking us east or 
west.” 
Mr. Cooley also said that tho charges 
through the canal would be less than 
the wages paid tho men on the vessel 
and tho coal consumed in a trip around 
Cape Horn. 
In conc lusion Mr. Cooley 
said: 
“ We could create a naval station at 
Lake Nicaragua second to none in the 
world, aud from which our vessels could 
puss for tho protection of either of our 
coasts witli a rapidity unequale d. 
The 
Spanish war and the journey of tho 
Oregon will awaken tho general public 
to the necessity of having the canal as 
nothing else could have done. Once 
built the canal, from a strategic or a 
commercial point of view, means that 
our flag with our shipping will enter 
every port in the world and we w ill be 
the maritime power of tho twentieth 
century.” —New York World.

The Tent Caterpillar. 
We have been informed of what is 
said to be now the only practicable 
way of checking the ravages of the 
tent-caterpillar, and at least on oar 
lawns we may hope to make it effect­ 
ive, as the plan has been tried with 
good effect in St, Cloud and other 
places. A sheet of ootton batting is 
tied in cone shaped form around a 
tree that a caterpillars have not yet 
attacked, fastening the upper and 
Bmall end of the cone so tightly 
around the tree that the worms can­ 
not crawl through. They attack trees 
usually by crawling up from the root 
and when the cotton cone receives them 
they will not turn back. When they

TUE WAR II TRE PHILIPPINES 


The Natives Had Good Cause to Revolt— Victims of the 
Rapacity of Their Spanish Masters They Had Been 
Harried by Corrupt Officials and Clergy. 


Tho primary caup* of the rebellion 
•which has existed in the Philippines 
since July, 1896, was the corruption 
And insatiable greed of Spanish offi* 
dais, lending them to extremes of tax­ 
ation and persecution in order,to en­ 
rich themselves. 
The first cry of the 
revolutionists was “Down with the tax­ 
es.” which soon was changed to "Down 
with 
the 
clergy” 
and 
finally 
to 
taxes,” which soon was changed to 
"Down with the Spanish.” The gov­ 
ernment and ecclesiastical authorities 
•were joined in an unholy alliance to 
wring profit from the misery of the na­ 
tives. 
The richer class is made up of 
foreigners. Germans, Chinese, English­ 
men, and a few Americans, who, exact­ 
ing a greater tribute from the native 
Agriculturists, pay a less to the gover­ 
nor and the host of greedy alcaldes and 
minor officials. 
Briefly, these were tho 
causes which led to insurrection in 
Cuba as well as the Philippines, and 
which in the end will rob Spain of the 
two last gems of her colonial crown. 
Wherever there was 
disaffection 
it 
was encouraged by republicans 
and 
Spanish Carlists, hoping in the end to 
«urve themselves by weakening 
the 
kingdom. 
(a the Philippines there is added to 
•official corruption the shocking 
im­ 
morality of the European clergy, be­ 
longing to all known monastic orders, 
who encourage abuses of governmental 
authorities that they may gain 
im­ 
munity from an Interference in their 
nefarious business. 
Year by year the 
taxes have been increased and have as­ 
sumed proportions out of nil reasonable 
relation to the yield of rice fields and 
Augur plantations. 
The people 
pro­ 
truded feebly against new Impositions, 
hut as opposition to the government 
increased the rigor of the rule grew, 
and hundreds of men and women were 
deported without trial to the penal col- 
.onies of the Caroline and Marianne 


favorites of tile new ministers, and na­ 
tives are never allowed to share in the 
feast. 
Moreover, the lands of tho re­ 
ligious orders steadily Increase. 
The 
priests and monks possess enormous 
plantations from which they derive 
immense revenues. 
The pooplo are 
made to pay dearly for sacraments, and 
the fees exacted are much greater than 
in any parish of Europe. 
The clergy 
live in luxury, giving themselves up in 
their isolation not only to every man­ 
ner of secular indulgence but to the 
most atrocious 
excesses, 
which 
in 
Spain would drive them in disgrace 
from the church. 
While these functionaries enjoy free­ 
dom from taxation, any native, man 
and woman, without reference to prop­ 
erty income or station, is compelled to 
pay a fixed tax. 
An Indian woman 
without employment and not owning 
any furniture must pay IO pesetas. 
A 
man must pay 45 pesetas. 
Defaulting 
in this payment, he is forced to work 
for fifteen days on the roads. 
Every 
individual whose trade does not exceed 
the sale of a few betel nuts, a basket 
of mangoes, or a bunch of bananas, 
must pay an additional tax, as must 
also tho natives who go from the coun­ 
try into Manila to sell nothing more 
than a chicken or a fish. 
At one time 
in every village there were several 
weavers whose cotton 
cloths, 
much 
prized by the natives, had a ready and 
remunerative sale. This local indus­ 
try has disappeared owing to a royal 
decree favorable to the manufacturers 
of Catalonia, which permitted their 
goods to enter without duty. 
These 
manufacturers sent goods of an in­ 
ferior quality and extraordinary cheap­ 
ness and drove the native workmen 
out. of competition. 
This was the only 
industry known in the Philippines, and 
there remained only the cultivation of 
the fields. 
But the native, lf owner of

Within recent years a means 
for secret meeting lias been given by 
the Introduction of Masonic

ber and in membership. 
The clergy 
brought to bear all of its immense in­ 
fluence with authorities both at Mad i i I 
and Manila for the suppression of these 
organizations, and so severe was the 
'persecution of tho Free Masons and so 
•great became the abuse of the arbi­ 
trary power of alcaldes to imprison and 
deport suspects that the Spanish gov­ 
ernment issued a decree declaring that 
every individual whose culpability was 
not proved after forty-eight hours’ im­ 
prisonment should be given his liberty. 


PI>tcr« for Nuisance*. 
It has long been a notorious fact in 
'Spain that generals whose influence 
among the people is becoming too groat 
for the e ntire comfort of the regency 
•or who are disaffected through the con­ 
stant shifting of politics are sent to 
■Cuba or to the Philippines to make or 
remake their fortunes. 
If they return 
'to Spain with riches out of all propor- 


a rice plantation or a field of sugar­ 
cane, almost always 
sells his crops 
standing in the field or plantation at 
a price which barely pays for the cost 
of raising to the half-breed Chinese, 
who in turn sell them to the German. 
English or American traders at an 
enormous profit. 
Not satisfied with 
the tributes of the rich Chinese and 
foreign houses, tile governors impose 
taxes upon tim poor native landholders 
which take* from them everything they 
may gain from their crops. 
Thp gov­ 
ernors are energetic in the collection 
of these taxes, for they receive a per­ 
centage, usually one-fifth, of all the 
revenues of the colony, in addition to 
money which the law does not allow 
but custom never questions. 


M»«onrjr Spreads SorlnlU m . 
Masonic lodges were Introduced into 
tile archipelago by socialists driven to 
Manila after the insurrection of Car­ 
tagena. 
It is true that these people 
closed their lodges as soon as the ere 
oles and half-breeds showed their in­ 
tention of joining them, but the mis- 
tion to the emoluments of their office i chief was done with the lesson. 
The 
nobody commits the indiscretion 
of i natives began to establish societies in 
asking the source. Their commissions 
are recognized as letters of marque giv­ 
ing them the right to seize upon what 
ever they may. There are many and 
celebrated instances of this condition 
■of things, including General Weyler, 
Cleneral Blanco, and General Riviera. 
Still mor*' extraordinary than the apa­ 
thy of Spain to this legalizing of cor­ 
ruption is the fact that tho colonies 
regard with terror every change of 
ministry, knowing that 
it 
means a 
change of governor general and anoth- 
«er swooping down of birds of prey, 
•Whose ravenous appetites must be as­ 
suaged. The hatred of colonists for 
the mother country is made greater 
because all minor offices it. the Islands, 
•even to the .clerkships, are given to 


all parts of tile islands, and in a few 
years had enrolled 30,000 members. The 
mysterious and symbolic attracts the 
imaginations of these people, and the 
opportunity of secret meeting and dis­ 
cussion of grievances without fear of 
letrayal was seized upon enthusiastic­ 
ally. 
It is the custom for a new mem­ 
ber to make a gash in his arm, and 
over the blood he mixes with that of 
the initiator he swears his allegiance. 
Each member, therefore, bears a scar 
on his arm, and this mark makes him 
a suspect of Spanish authorities, 
It 
has happened many times that a pris­ 
oner has been convicted and shot on no 
other evidence than this telltale mark. 
Many women associated themselves 
. in these orders. Sedition has thus been 


fostered, free from civil, religious and 
military authorities, and a regime of 
liberty roughly formulated. 
The lodg­ 
es arc most numerous In Cavite, the 
principal theater of the rebellion, while 
in Balangay Bulacan. and Pampanga 
there are ten to twenty branches of 
the order, and at least one In each of 
the other provinces. 
Their growing 
influence and implacable hatred of the 
clergy was a source of grave apprehen­ 
sion to the priests, who petitioned the 
minister 
to 
order 
General 
Ramon 
Blanco, then governor general of the 
archipelago, now of Cuoa, to put an 
end to Freemasonry. 
But 
General 
Blanco was not energetic In carrying 
out this command, being too much oc­ 
cupied in a contest against Mohamme­ 
danism in Mindanao. The government, 
again appealed to by the priests, and 
peculiarly susceptible to this influence, 
peremptorily ordered Blanco to take 
the rigorous measure of deporting 400 
members of the lodges. 
This order was the direct cause of 
the uprising in 1896, which began in 
Manila, and extended to Cavite, Pam­ 
panga. Laguna and Bulacan, but not to 
other provinces, because of the ancient 
rivalry of the races, the surest safe­ 
guard of Spanish rule. 
This Is a fac­ 
tor in the politics of the islands that 
the government fully appreciates, to 
the point, Indeed, of encouraging the 
factional enmities. 
Before the con­ 
quest by Magellan the islands 
were 
ruled by warring Sultans, and there 
still remain vestiges 
of 
numerous 
tribes. 
Because of his Inactivity and appar­ 
ent indulgence to the rebels Blanco was 
denounced In Madrid by religious bod­ 
ies. 
What exasperated the priests 
most was that be refused to kill Rizal, 
who was by them proclaimed to be the 
principal factor in the rebellion. 
As a 
matler of fart, however, this docs not 
appear to lie true, and no Just cause 
was given for such summary action. 
The clergy sought revenge upon Rizal 
above everything else for his denun­ 
ciation of them to the people. 


Klzttl'ft T rn (fir C areer. 
Rizal was a pure-blooded Indian, who 
was brought up by the Dominicans of 
Manila. 
He went to Europe, studied 
medicine, law. sciences and 
foreign 
tongues, and returned to Manila hon­ 
ored with the highest degree of con­ 
tinental universities, a Freemason, and 
the inexorable foe of the corrupt cler­ 
gy. 
He was the author of a novel 
called “Nolle Me Tangere,” in which he 
showed the despotic, rapacious and de­ 
bauched nature of the priests of the 
country. 
This book was placed in the 
Index E x p u r g a t o r s and the author’s 
goods confiscated, his brothers deport­ 
ed, his aged mother banished, and him­ 
self relegated to the Island of Min­ 
danao, entirely peopled by Mohamme­ 
dans, mortal enemies of Spain. 
Rizal lived in this exile for several 
years, until he learned that physicians 
and surgeons were needed with 
the 
troops fighting in Cuba. 
He offered his 
services to Spain, which accepted them, 
and he embarked at Manila for Barce­ 
lona. 
When he arrived at the penin­ 
sula and was ready to leave for Havana 
he was arrested, sent back to Manila, 
summarily tried, and executed. 
This 
was the work of Governor Polavieja, 
who had succeeded Blanco. While Ri- 
zal was on his journey to Spain rebel­ 
lion had broken out, and the anger of 
the authorities against him was arous­ 
ed by new charges of perfidy made by 
the priests, to whom Polavieja was de­ 
voted. 
The execution of Rizal made 
the rebellion more furious, and the in­ 
surgents sought as much to avenge his 
death as their wrongs. 
Rizal to them 
was the martyred hero of their cause. 
The first victims of the rebels were the 
priests. 
Their monasteries were burn­ 
ed, and the hatred for 
the 
monks 
sought extremes of cruelty in Its ex­ 
pression. 
Not only the uneducated and super­ 
stitious elements of the population took 
part in the rebellion, but the most 
prominent native families. Many young 
men are sent each year Jo Madrid and 
other peninsular cities to lie educated, 
and return to their homes with knowl­ 
edge of the freedom of speech and un­ 
restricted liberty of the press in Spain 
and imbued with republican or anar­ 
chist ideas, which encourage them to 
attempt the free expression of their 
opinions. 
The result is persecution. 
Furthermore, a native, no matter how 
prominent, is never riven a salaried 
official position, all of which are mono­ 
polized by the retainers of different 
ministries. 
To all of the wrongs de­ 
scribed are to lie added the notorious 
corruption of the judiciary and the 
brutality of the police. 
The people yielded submissively to 
accumulating injustice for many years. 
Tolerance is one of tile chief character­ 
istics of the Indian, natives of the 
Philippines, 
who 
greatly 
resemble 
their near neighbors, 
the Japanese. 
Their uprising two years ago was al­ 
most incomprehensible to witnesses of 
the respect of established authority, 
submission, and gentleness 
of 
habit 
through years of misrule. 
Blanco was deposed by the enmity of 
tho monks, who thought him too tol­ 
erant and without the cruel energy 
they demanded. 
Polavieja. his succes­ 
sor, was taken with fever and returned 
to Madrid. 
After him came General 
Primo de Rivera, and now General Ba­ 
sile Augustin Devilio is pent up in 
Manila by Admiral Dewey’s fleet. 


ENGLAND AHD AMERICA. 


Our Friends Acron the IJorder on tbs 
W»r with Spain. 
The great war now impending has 
almost as great an interest for Can­ 
adians as though they were partici­ 
pants in and not mere spectators of the 
struggle, says the Montreal Star. There 
has been considerable friction between 
our neighbors and ourselves, no doubt 
on account of the very Intimacy and 
freedom of our relations. Brothers are 
perhaps more apt to quarrel 
than 
strangers, but there is seldom 
any 
bitterness in their quarrels, and there 
Is no nation under heaven that 
we 
Britons would like to see whip the 
United States, unless now and then 
under great provocation we feel 
as 
though we would not mind doing it 
ourselves. 
In times of peace and 
prosperity there may be rivalries be­ 
tween us; there may be occasional 
international threatening and gibing, 
because we both have our share 
of 
fools, but in times of national trial or 
misfortune 
the 
dominant 
feeling 
among Britons is that the two nations 
are one people. Their blood, their tra­ 
ditions, their history in great 
part, 
their characteristic virtue and their 
characteristic faults, to a large ex­ 
tent, are all ours. Apart from the mer­ 
its of the quarrel between the United 
States and Spain it is impossible that 
men of British blood could ever wish 
to see the people of the United States 
“fall into the hands of Spain.” Ameri­ 
can diplomacy is rough, and it is pos­ 
sible that the awful calamity of war 
might have been averted by diplomacy 
of another order, but the end in view, 
the termination of the reign of horror 
in Cuba, compels 
our 
sympathies. 
Spain’s methods of colonial govern­ 
ment are not our methods. Spain’s way 
of fighting is not our way and all our 
sympathies will go with the brave sol­ 
diers and sailors of a free people fight­ 
ing for the cause of humanity and 
struggling to extend the bounds of free­ 
dom. 
There is one more bond 
of 
union between Great Britain and the 
United States in connection with this 
war. 
“England” is more than a geo­ 
graphical expression; to the rest of 
the world it Is synonymous with a 
type of civilization that the aliens do 
not love; a type characterized by civil 
and religious liberty; by 
enlighten­ 
ment, progress and prosperity. 
This 
“Greater England” includes two great 
nations of common origin and com­ 
mon aspirations, though of diverse al­ 
legiance. The hest British subject i3 
the man whose ideas are broad enough 
and sympathies wide enough to em­ 
brace this “Greater England.” 
With 
these two nations united (we do not 
mean politically), the English type of 
civilization must prevail. 
“Naught shall make us rue, 
lf England to itself do rest but true.” 
With the union jack and the stars and 
stripes blended, 
“Come the three corners of the world 
in arms, 
And we shall shock them.” 
Whether England’s part in the com­ 
ing struggle will be a passive one re­ 
mains to be seen, but at least her 
sympathy will keep the rest of Eu­ 
rope In check. 


Molaltiw sad BtrawberrlM. 
Ohio Experiment Station Bulletin: 
Irrigation cannot be regarded ae Indis­ 
pensable to success In strawberry cul­ 
ture, as, by means of heavy mulching, 
sufficient water may be retained in the 
soil for the necessities of tho crop in 
ordinary seasons, but an abundant sup­ 
ply of water simply 
makes success 
more certain, and where intensive cul­ 
ture Is practiced an irrigation^ plant 
ought to be a part of the equipment. 
Strawberry plants require an abund­ 
ance of moisture at all 
stages 
of 
growth, but this Is most easily secured 
during the first season by attending to 
the proper details in preparation of the 
soil and In cultivation. 
Early 
and 
continuous cultivation saves the moist­ 
ure to a greater extent than is com­ 
monly supposed. 
It has been found 
that the loss of moisture from unplow­ 
ed ground may be in excess of that 
from cultivated soil to an amount equal 
to an inch and three-fourths of rainfall 
in one week. A man with a team and 
sprinkling cart could not replace the 
water on an aore of land as fast as it 
escapes by evaporation from the soil 
when it goes off at that rate if he had 
to haul the water one-fourth of a mile. 
The Importance of 
stirring the soil 
soon after a shower is-generally known, 
but in practice cultivation after slight 
showers is often neglected. This Is be­ 
cause no crust forms after slight show­ 
ers; hence the necessity of stirring the 
soil at once is not apparent. A slight 
wetting of a dry soil, however, in­ 
creases the upward flow of water, hence 
there is more water added to the sur­ 
face soil at such times- than comes in 
the form of rain. 
The sun and wind 
soon dissipate the slight rainfall! and. 
along with it much of the water which 
came from the lower layers off the 
soil, leaving the soil drier than before. 
As the two are commonly used, a cul­ 
tivator is a better machine for irri« 
gating than a sprinkling cart.

The rose of England 
is 
nothing 
more than the wild rose.

ros* was white, the Tudor the red or 
pink wild rose. 
The thistle was chosen by Scotland 
because according to tradition during 
a night attack made by some Danes 
one of the invaders trod on a thistle, 
pave a cry of pain and 
waked 
the 
sleepers, who saved themselves. 
One could scarcely call the leek a 
flower and the Welsh do not 
know 
how it came to be associated with their 
country. 
Some date its adoption as 
far back as 640. when Cadwallo de­ 
feated the Saxons. 
His men to dis­ 
tinguish themselves wore leeks in their 
caps. 
Louis VII. of France was the first 
to use the fleur-de-lis as his emblem. 
He had it represented in geld 
over 
the blue mantle of his 
son 
Philip, 
when the latter was 
crowned 
Joint 
king. The word is probably not fleur 
de-lls or de-lure at all, but fleur-de- 
Louls. 
When it became changed the 
reference to lilies was made and the 
lilies of France were known in his 
tory. 
It has been suggested by some peo­ 
ple that our national flower should be 
the columbine, which grows wild In 
all parts of the Union. The name na­ 
turally suggests Columbia and Colum­ 
bus. 
There is really a connection be­ 
tween the two. The name Columbus— 
Colombo in Italian—means “dove” and 
the columbine receives its name from 
the popular idea that it looks like a 
flock of doves. 
This form grows wild 
in the Rocky mountains. A front view 
of the flower shows a five-pointed star, 
a single petal is in the shape 
of 
a 
horn of plenty, typical 
of 
our 
re­ 
sources, and the short-spurred variety 
resembles a liberty cap. 
Tho lobes of 
Its terminal divisions 
are thirteen— 
the original states—and in color th* 
columbine is cither red, white or a 
pure blue. 


^p rofitin g P o ta to Heed. 
A writer in the New England’F a r r i­ 
er tells that the most successful grow­ 
ers sprout potato seed as follows: From 
six to seven weeks before it is time 
to plant in the field the potatoes are 
cut in the usual manner, spread thinly 
in a dry room free from frost, where 
they remain until quite dry, say for 
three days. 
They are then placed in 
boxes of sand as closely as possible. 
the sand being damp—not wet—and 
one Inch in depth. 
Place 
the sets 
evenly over the whole surface and then 
cover with sand an inch in depth. 
Place the boxes in a light, airy rocm 
where the temperature is from 45 de­ 
grees at night to 55 degrees in the 
daytime. 
The sprouts will soon push 
forth and grow just in proportion as 
light, heat and moisture are afforded 
them. 
A slow growth is much to be 
preferred, as the stems will be much 
stronger and more vigorous after they 
are set In the field. 
To that end a low 
temperature, but little moisture, free 
circulation of air and all the light pos­ 
sible are essential. 
The 
boxes 
are 
placed one above the other in racks, 
with spaces between of six inches.

Filberts and 
hazelnuts are of course hardy, but have - 
not yet fruited. 
Pecans grown from 
Iowa seed are hardy, but the fruit is 
of little value. 
The soft-shell trees, 
grown from Texas seed, will not stand 
the winter without protection. 
Japan- 
walnuts, somewhat like our 
butter­ 
nuts, do well; and the Persian, or Eng­ 
lish, walnut endures the climate, but: 
has made slow growth.

been found to grow as much as 300 feet 
long, says an exchange. 
It was first 
discovered not far from the Alaskan 
coast, but has since been found floating 
In various parts of the Pacific ocean 
along the American and Asiatic shored. 
This seaweed grows In a very curious 
manner. 
I^rge 
quantities of It are 
found at a little distaaae from Bhore, 
and at a depth not exceeding 300 feet. 
On loamy botton large thickets of this 
plant take root and a stem of the thick­ 
ness of ordinary cord grows upward. 
At its top there is a pear shaped bal­ 
loon, which grows with the stein, and 
when It reaches the. surface of the wat­ 
er It ofteti measures six feet and more 
in length, with a diameter of four feet 
six inches. This balloon has, of course, 
an upward 
tendency, and keeps the 
stem growing until it floats on the sur­ 
face of t)he water. 
From the top of 
this balloon a large 
tuft of strong, 
thick, spade-like 
lea-ws 
grows 
out, 
which originally are not more tham two 
feet long, and which grow and split 
until from 
the 
balloon a 
row*-like 
growth of from fifty to sixty-five feet 
in diameter covers the water. 
This 
gigantic weed grows in such quantities 
that near the shore large meadow-like 
islands are formed, which impede nav­ 
igation. 
The natives of the Aleutian 
islands make manifold usage of 
this 
plant. 
From the strong dried sterna 
they make rope 250 feet aud more long, 
while balloons of this 
weed furnish 
them with large vessels after they are 
dried, the smaller ones being used in 
their boats to bail out water. 
The long 
leaves after being dried are cut into 
narrow strips and used for wickerwork, 
the making of baskets and similar fur­ 
niture.

As the com ­ 
mander o f Admiral Howe} s sph mild 
flagship, and one of the admiral aI chief 
advisers, Copt. Gridley achieved dis­ 
tinction at the battle of 
Manila bay 
and added to bis previous laurels b> 
w inning high praise from bls superiors 
iii the service 
for 
distinguished gal­ 
lantry and ability. 
H e fought his ship 
from the conning tower, w hile Admiral 
D ew ey directed the m ovem ents of his 
squadron from the bridge of the 
sol. 
It was not

and even now' the precise nature of 
bis trouble is not known.

tilled that ( ’ap t. Gridley had been con­ 
demned by a board of medical surgery 
and "invalided home." 
Subsequent ad­ 
vices received by the department indi­ 
cated that Clipt. Gridley w as suffering 
from the effects of a rupaure supposed 
to have been received during the bat­ 
tle at Manila, but 
no 
details 
were 
m ade known. 
It w as 
not 
supposed 
that his illness w as very serious as the 
navy departm ent w as Informed that 
the captain, in company of Paym aster 
< lait, would leave for home as soon as 
possible. 
On May 28 th ey left H ongkong on 
the steamer Coptic, one of the vessels 
of the Occidental and Oriental steam ­ 
ship line.

The V ixen and Suw anee were 
far out on the left flank, w atching the 
riflemen on shore.

One of the most important questions 
of tho near future to bo decided by con­ 
gress is whether or not tie- Nicaraguan 
canal shall be built by tho United States 
government. The Mil now \ * inling in 
the senate com m ittee w ill bo reported 
probably w ithin the next fortnight. 
Senator Morgan, who has esjwmsed the 
building of a canal between the two 
oceans ever since he lwgaii service in 
the senate in 1877, w ill have charge of 
the canal bill. He has every hop) of se­ 
curing ifcs passage, at least through the 
senate. 
There is no doubt the bill would havo 
been passed at tho last session of con­ 
gress had if not been for the opposition 
of M i n i s t e r Rodriguez of the Central 
American r< publics. This had the effect 
of changing many votes, and fearing if 
he pressed the Mil it would lrwiofc defeat 
tho Alabama senator withdrew it, giv­ 
ing notim at the same tim e that ho 
would rointroduee tho measure at this 
session. This he did several weeks ago. 
Tho bill as introduced is m aterially a l­ 
tered to moet the objection raised by Ro­ 
driguez. There is a general disposition 
in congress favorable to building this 
canal, but tin re is some difference of 
opinion as to the amount required. 
Lyman E. Cooley, tho w ell known 
engineer, who spent two months of last 
winter on the route of the proposed N ic­ 
aragua canal, in an interview says: 
"A s a Muff, if nothing more, tho 
Nicaragua canal 
in operation today 
would be worth $100,000,000 to this 
government. 
Completed, it could per- 
potually say to all nations that our 
fleets in a moment of necessity could 
command the At lanI ie and Pacific oceans 
as no other fleets in the world would be 
able to do. 
In a race for Manilla, wo 
starting at New York and Spain at Ca­ 
diz, we, w ith tho Nicaragua canal, 
could tench the Philippines before any 
fleet passing through the Suez canal 
could do so. ’ ’ 
Mr. Cooley has studied the journey 
of tho buttieship Oregon around South 
America w ith extraordinary interest, 
since, if the Nicaragua raual had been 
completed, t he Oregon might have been 
w ith Sampson weeks ago, or in any 
emergency any part of our navy could 
be dispatched to the Pacific coast w ith 
the saving of thousands of m iles of jour­ 
ney. 
“ Suppose at tho least,” said Mr. 
Cooley, “ it c o s t s $54,000,000 to con­ 
struct this canal, or at the most $133,- 
000,000, what would that amount to ill 
view of tho fact that at. the present m o­ 
ment every crity on the Piiciflc coast 
could bo destroyed by a hostile fleet be­ 
fore any bat tleship of ours could even 
round Cape Horn? When wo could reach 
the ruins of San Francisco, the enemy 
would hi* at Hawaii, and when wo were 
there they would be at Manilla or safely 
at home. 
Leaving aside all question of 
the value to us of the canal as a power­ 
ful agency for developing our commerce, 
look at its construction from a war point 
of view. 
“ The Atlantic coast w ill always bo 
tlm concentration point for the cream 
of our navy. 
New York city is 14,000 
m iles from San Francisco without the 
Nicaragua canal. That is by way of tho 
strait of Magellan. 
Steam vessels leav­ 
ing New York are over J3,000 m iles 
from San Francisco, and sailing vessels 
by way of Cape Horn 15,000 m iles 
away. 
The canal would shorten ono 
route 8,207 m iles and the other route 
10,753 miles. A man-of-war sailiug ten 
knots an hour, or 240 m iles a day, would 
save in the one instance 44 days and in 
the other 84 days’ time. In other words, 
if the Oregon is at Barbados, 02 days 
were occupied by her in reaching that 
point from San Francisco by way of 
Cape Horn. 
W ith tho Nicaragua canal 
complete I 1 days’ time would have been 
8a\e l over one existing route and 84 
days over the other. 
The journey from 
San Francisco to New York could bo 
made in 18 days by a slow vessel or 10 
or 12 by a sw ift one. 
Would not this 
be of value to the government when so 
much depends on tho rapidity w ith 
which our vessels must be moved from 
point to point? Possessing the Nicaragua 
canal, wo could prevent any navy in 
the world from traversing the Horn for 
the purpose of attacking us east or 
w est.” 
Mr. Cooley also said that the charges 
through the canal would bo less than 
the wages paid the men on the vessel 
and the coal consumed in a trip around 
Cape Horn. 
In conclusion Mr. Cooley 
Said: 
“ Wo could create a naval station at 
Lake N icaragua second to none in the 
world, and from which our vessels could 
pass for tho protection of either of our 
coasts w ith a rapidity unoqualed. 
The 
Spanish war and the journey of tho 
Oregon w ill awaken tho general public 
to the necessity of having the canal as 
nothing else could liavo done. 
Once 
built the canal, from a strategic or a 
commercial point of view, means that 
our flag w ith our shipping w ill enter 
every port in the world and we w ill bo 
the maritime power of the twentieth 
century. ’‘—New York World.

The Tent Caterpillar.

places. A sheet of cotton batting is 
tied in cone shaped form around a 
tree that a caterpillars have not yet 
attacked, fastening the 
upper and 
small end of the cone so tightly 
around the tree that the worms can­ 
not crawl through. They attack trees 
usually by crawling up from the root 
and when the cotton cone receives them 
they will not turn hack. 
When tboy 
till it they can easily bo destroyed, and 
thus a tree on which there wero no 
nests may be saved. 
The plan is cer­ 
tainly worth a trial.

Hic Natives Had Good Cause to Revolt 
Victims of tile 
Rapacity of Their Spanish Masters They Had Been 
Harried by Corrupt Officials and Clergy. 


T he primary cause of the rebellion 
which has existed in tho Phi l i ppi ne * 
since July, 1S96, was the corruption 
and insatiable greed o f Spanish offi­ 
cials, lending them to extrem es of tax­ 
ation and persecution in o rd e r(to e n ­ 
rich themselves. 
The first rry of the 
revolutionists was "Down with the tax ­ 
es." which soon was changed to “ Down 
with 
the 
clergy'' 
and 
finally 
to 
taxes." which soon was chang'd to 
"Down with the Spanish." 
T h e gov­ 
ernment and ecclesiastical authorities 
•were joined in an unholy alliance to 
wring profit from th* misery of the na­ 
tives. 
The richer class is made up of 
foreigners. Gentians, Chinese, english­ 
men, and a few Amern ans. who, te a r ­ 
ing a greater tribute from the native 
n g rh u Burials, pay a legs to the gover­ 
nor a n i tim host of greedy alcaldes and 
minor officials, 
Briefly, these w ere the 
causes which led to insurrection in 
Cuba as well as the Philippines, and 
vtiii h in tho end will rob Spain of the 
two last gems of her colonial crown. 
Wherever there was 
disaffection 
it 


w a s encouraged by republicans 
and 
Spanish Carlists, hoping in th*' end to 
serve themselves by weakening 
the 
kingdom. 
In the Philippines there is added to 
official corruption the shocking 
im­ 
morality ot the European clergy, b< - 
longing to all known mona s t i c orders, 
who encourage abuses of governmental 
authorities that they may gain 
im­ 
munity from an interference in their 
nefarious business. 
Year by year the 
ta x es have been inere.ised and have as­ 
sumed proportions out of all reasonable 
relation to the yield of rice fields and 
sugar plantations. 
The people 
pro­ 
test od feebly against new impositions, 
h ut as opposition to tie* government 
increased the i igor of tho rule grew, 
and hundreds of men and women were 
deported without trial to the penal col 
ordos of the Caroline and Marianne 


favorites of the new ministers, and na­ 
tives are n e\er allowed to s h a re in the 
feast. 
Moreover, the lands of tho re­ 
ligious orders steadily Increase, 
The 
priests and monks possess enormous 
plantations from which they derive 
Immense revenues. 
The peoplo are 
made to pay dearly for fun rainout*, nm] 
the fees exacted ar** much greater than 
in any parish of Europe. 
The clergy 
live in luxury, giving themselves up in 
their isolation not only to every m a n ­ 
ner of secular indulgence but to the 
most atrocious 
excesses, 
which 
in 
Spain would drive them in disgrace 
from the church, 
While these functionaries enjoy free­ 
dom from taxation, any native, man 
and woman, without, reference to prop- 
city Income or station, is compell#*! to 
pay a fixed tax. 
An Indian woman 
without employment and not owning 
any furniture must pay IO pesetas. 
A 
man must pay 45 pesetas. 
Defaulting 
In this payment, he is forced to work 
for fifteen days on the road*. 
Every 
Individual whose trade doe* not exceed 
the sale of a few botel nut*, a basket 
of mangoes, or a bunch of bananas, 
must pay an additional tax, as must 
also the natives who go from tile coun­ 
try into Manila to sell nothing more 
than a chicken or a fish. 
At one time 
in every village there were several 
weavers whose cotton 
cloths, 
much 
prized by the natives, had a ready and 
remunerative sale. 
This local indus­ 
try has disappeared owing to a roy ll 
decree favorable to the manufacturers 
of Catalonia, which permitted their 
goods to enter without duty. 
These 
manufacturers sent goods of an in­ 
ferior quality and extraordinary cheap­ 
ness and drove the native workmen 
out of competition. 
This was the only 
Industry known in the Philippines, and 
tiicie remained only the cultivation of 
the fields. 
But the nutive, if owner of

^alands. 
Within recent years a mean* 
for secret meeting has been given by 
the int reduction of Masonic 
lodges, 
which have increased rapidly in num­ 
ber and in membership. 
The clergy 
brought to bear all of its immense in­ 
fluence with authorities both at Madri I 
and Manila for the suppression of these 
organizations, and so severe was the 
persecution of tho Free Masons and so 
great became the abuse of the arbi­ 
trary power of alcaldes to imprison and 
deport suspects that the Spanish gov­ 
ernment Issued a decree declaring that 
every individual wlioso culpability was 
not proved after forty-eight hours’ im­ 
prisonment should be give n his lib Tty. 


Places fo r Nuisances. 
It has long been a notorious fact in 
'Spain that generals whose influence 
among the people is bec amia g too great 
for the entire comfort of the regency 
or who are disaffected through the con­ 
s ta n t shifting of politics are sent to 
Cuba or to the Philippines to make or 
rem ake their fortunes. 
If they return 
'to Spain with riches out of all propor­ 
tion to the emoluments of their office 
nobody commits tim indiscretion 
of 
asking the source. 
Their commissions 
are recognized as letters of marque giv­ 
ing them the right to seize upon what­ 
e v e r they may. 
Th* re are many and 
celebrated instances of this condition 
•of things, including General Weyler, 
’General Blanco, and General Riviera. 
S till more extraordinary than the apa­ 
thy of Spain to this legalizing of cor­ 
ruption is the fact that the colonies 
regard with terror every change of 
ministry, knowing that 
it 
means a 
change of governor general and a n o th ­ 
e r swooping down of birds of prey, 
Whose ravenous appetites must be as­ 
suaged. 
The hatred of colonists for 
the mother country is made greater 
because all m inor offices rn the Islands, 
•even to the clerkships, are given to 


a rice plantation or a field of sugar­ 
cane, almost always 
sells his crops 
standing in the field or plantation at 
a price which barely pays for the cost 
of raising to the half-breed Chinese, 
who in turn sell them to the German, 
English or American traders at an 
enormous profit. 
Not satisfied with 
the tributes of the rich Chinese and 
foreign houses, the governors impose 
taxes upon the poor native landholders 
which take from them everything they 
may gain from their crops. 
The gov­ 
ernors are energetic in the collection 
of these taxes, for they receive a per­ 
centage, usually one-fifth, of all the 
revenues of the colony, in addition to 
money which the law does not allow 
but custom never questions. 


M asonry S pread* S ocialism . 
Masonic lodges were introduced into 
the archipelago by socialists driven to 
Manila after the insurrection of Car­ 
tagena. 
It is true that these people 
closed their lodges as soon as the cre­ 
oles and half-breeds showed their in­ 
tention of joining them, but the mis­ 
chief was done with the lesson. 
The 
natives began to establish societies in 
all parts of the islands, and in a few 
years had enrolled 30,000 mem hers. The 
mysterious and symbolic attracts the 
imaginations of these people, and the 
opportunity of secret meeting and dis­ 
cussion of grievances without fear of 
betrayal was seized upon enthusiastic­ 
ally. 
It is the custom for a new mem­ 
ber to make a gash in his arm, and 
over the blood he mixes with that of 
the initiator he swears his allegiance. 
Each member, therefore, bears a scar 
on his arm, and this mark makes him 
a suspect of Spanish authorities. 
It 
has happened many times that a pris­ 
oner has been convicted and shot on no 
other evidence than this telltale mark. 
Many women associated themselves 
In these orders. Sedition has thus been 


fostered, free from civil, religious and 
military authorities, and a regime of 
liberty roughly formulated. 
The lodg­ 
es ar* most numerous In Cavite, the 
principal theater of the rebellion, while 
in Batangas. Guinean, and Pampanga 
th* re ar** ten to twenty branches of 
th*1 order, and at least one In each of 
the other provinces. 
Their growing 
influence and Implacable hatred of the 
clergy was a source of grave apprehen­ 
sion to the priests, who petitioned the 
minister 
to 
order 
General 
Ramon 
Blanco, then governor general of the 
archipelago, now of Cuoa, to put an 
end to Freemasonry. 
But 
General 
Blanco was not energetic in carrying 
out this command, being too much oc­ 
cupied in a contest against Mohamme­ 
danism in Mindanao. Tho government, 
again appealed to by the priests, and 
peculiarly susceptible to this influence, 
peremptorily ordered Blanco to take 
the rigorous measure of deporting 490 
members of the lodges. 
This order w;»s the direct cause of 
the uprising In 1896. which began In 
Manila, and extended to Cavite, Parn- 
panga, Laguna and Bulaean, but not to 
other provinces, because of the ancient 
rivalry of the races, the surest safe­ 
guard of Spanish rule. 
This is a fac­ 
tor in the politic* of the islands that 
the government fully appreciate*, to 
the point, Indeed, of encouraging the 
factional enmities. 
Before the con­ 
quest by Magellan the inlands 
were 
ruled by warring Sultans, and there 
still remain vestiges 
of 
numerous 
tribes. 
Because of hi* inactivity and appar­ 
e l Indulgence to the rebels Blanco was 
denounced in Madrid by religious bod­ 
ies. 
W hat exasperated the priests 
most wa* th a t he refused to kill Rizal, 
who was by them proclaimed to be the 
principal factor in the rebellion. 
As a 
matter of fact, however, this does not 
appear to he true, and no Just cause 
was given for such summary action. 
The clergy sought revenge upon Rizal 
above everything else for his denun­ 
ciation of them to the people. 


II Ira I'm T ra g ic (’iirp rr. 
Rizal was a pure-blooded Indian, who 
was brought up by tile Dominicans of 
Manila. 
He went to Europe, studied 
medicine, law, sciences and 
foreign 
tongues, and returned to Manila hon­ 
ored with the highest degree of con­ 
tinental universities, a Freemason, and 
the Inexorable foe of the corrupt cler­ 
gy. 
lie was the author of a novel 
called “Nolle Me Tangere." in which he 
showed the despotic, rapacious md de­ 
bauched nature of the priests of the 
country, 
'rills book was placed in tho 
Index Expurgator!!!.* and the author's 
goods confiscated, his brothers deport­ 
ed, his aged mother banished, and him ­ 
self relegated to the Island of Min­ 
danao, entirely peopled by Mohamme­ 
dan*. mortal enemies of Spain, 
Rizal lived in this exile for several 
years, until he learned that physicians 
and surgeons were needed with 
the 
troops fighting in Cuba. 
He offered his 
services to Spain, which accepted them. 
and he embarked at Manila for Barce­ 
lona. 
When he arrived at the penin­ 
sula and was ready to leave for Havana 
he was arrested, sent back to Manila, 
summarily tried, and executed. 
This 
was the work of Governor Polavieja, 
who had succeeded Blanco. 
While Ri­ 
zal was on his journey to Spain rebel­ 
lion had broken out. and the anger of 
the authorities against him was arous­ 
ed by new charges of perfidy made by 
the priests, to whom Polavieja was de 
voted. 
The execution of Rizal made 
the rebellion more furious, and the in­ 
surgents sought as much to avenge his 
death as their wrongs. 
Rizal to them 
was the martyred hero of their cause. 
The first victims of the rebels were the 
priests. 
Their monasteries were burn­ 
ed, and the hatred for 
the 
monks 
sought extremes of cruelty in its ex­ 
pression. 
Not only the uneducated and super­ 
stitious elements of the population look 
part in the rebellion, but the most 
prominent native families. Many young 
men are sent each year Jo Madrid and 
other peninsular cities to be educated, 
and return to their homes with knowl­ 
edge of the freedom of speech and u n ­ 
restricted liberty of Hip press in Spain 
and imbued with republican or anar­ 
chist. ideas, which encourage them to 
attempt the free expression of their 
opinions. 
The result is persecution. 
Furthermore, a native, no matter how 
prominent, is never riven a salaried 
official position, all of which are mono­ 
polized by the retainer* of different 
ministries. 
To all of the wrongs de­ 
scribed are to be added the notorious 
corruption of the judiciary and the 
brutality of the police. 
The people yielded submissively to 
accumulating injustice for many years. 
Tolerance is one of the chief character­ 
istics of the Indian, natives of the 
Philippines, 
who 
greatly 
resemble 
their near neighbors, 
the Japanese. 
Their uprising two years ago was al­ 
most incomprehensible to witnesses of 
the respect of established authority, 
submission, and gentleness 
of 
habit 
through years of misrule. 
Blanco was deposed by the enmity of 
tile monks, who thought him too tol­ 
erant and without the cruel energy 
they demanded. 
Polavieja, his succes­ 
sor, was taken with fever and returned 
to Madrid. 
After him came General 
Primo de Rivera, and now* General Ba­ 
suto Augustin Devilio is pent up in 
Manila by Admiral De we v’a fleet.

The great war now impending has 
almost as great an interest for Can­ 
adians a* though tlmy were partlci* 
I ants in and not mere spectators of (he 
struggle, says the Montreal Star. There 
has been considerable friction between 
our neighbor* and ourselves, no doubt 
on account of the very intimacy and 
freedom of our relations. Brothers are 
perhaps more apt to quarrel 
than 
strangers, but there is seldom 
any 
bitterness in their quarrels, and there 
is no nation under heaven that 
we 
Britons would Uke to lee whip the 
Bolted States, unless now and then 
under great provocation we feel 
as 
though we would not mind doing it 
ourselves. 
In times of peace and 
prosperity there may be rivalries be­ 
tween us; there may be occasional 
international threatening and gibing, 
because we both have our share 
of 
fools, but In times of national trial or 
misfortune 
the 
dominant 
feeling 
among Britons is that the two nations 
are one people. Their blood, their tra­ 
ditions, their history in great 
part, 
their characteristic virtue and their 
characteristic faults, to a large ex­ 
tent, are all ours. Apart from the mer­ 
its of the quarrel between the Fnited 
States and Spain if is impossible that 
men of British blood could ever wish 
to see the people of the Fnited States 
"fall into the hands of Spain.’’ Ameri­ 
can diplomacy Is rough, and it is pos­ 
sible that th* awful calamity of war 
might have been averted by diplomacy 
of another order, but the end in view, 
the termination of the reign of horror 
in Cuba, compels 
our 
sympathies. 
Spain’s methods of colonial govern­ 
ment are not our methods. Spain’s way 
of fighting is not our way and all our 
sympathies will go with the brave sol­ 
diers and sailors of a free people fight­ 
ing for the cause of humanity and 
struggling to extend the bounds of free­ 
dom. 
There is one more bond 
of 
union between Great Britain and the 
United S ta b s in connection with this 
war. 
"England" is more than a geo­ 
graphical expression; to the rest of 
the world it Is synonymous with a 
type of civilization that the aliens do 
not love; a type characterized by civil 
and religious liberty; by 
enlighten­ 
ment. progress and prosperity. 
This 
"Greater England" includes two great 
nations of common origin and com­ 
mon aspirations, though of diverse al­ 
legiance. The best British subject is 
the man whose ideas are broad enough 
and sympathies wide enough to em­ 
brace this "Greater England." 
With 
these two nations united (we do not 
mean politically), the English type of 
civilization must prevail. 
"Naught shall make us rue, 
If England to Itself do rest but true." 
With the union jack and the stars and 
stripes blended, 
"Comp the three corners of the world 
in arms. 
And we shall shock them.” 
W hether England’s part in the com­ 
ing struggle will be a passive one re­ 
mains to be seen, but at least her 
sympathy will keep the rest of E u ­ 
rope in check.

The rose of England 
is 
nothing 
more than the wild rose. 
The York 
re*"* was white, the Tudor the red or 
pink wild rose. 
The thistle was chosen by Scotland 
because according to tradition during 
a night attack made by some Danes 
one of the invaders trod on a thistle, 
gave a cry of pain and 
waked 
the 
sleepers, who saved themselves. 
One could scarcely call the leek a 
flower and the Welsh do not 
know 
how it came to be associated with their 
country. 
Some date its adoption as 
far back as 640. when Cadwallo de­ 
feated the Saxons. 
His men to dis­ 
tinguish themselves wore leeks in their 
caps. 
Louis VII. cf France was the first 
to use the fleur-de-lis as his emblem. 
He had it represented in geld 
over 
the blue mantle of his 
son 
Philip, 
when the latter was 
crowned 
joint 
king. 
The word is probably not fleur- 
de-lis or de-luce at all, but fleur-de- 
IyOUis. 
When it became changed the 
reference to lilies was made and the 
lilies of France were known in his­ 
tory. 
It has been suggested by some peo­ 
ple that our national flower should be 
the columbine, which grows wild in 
all parts of the Union. 
The name na­ 
turally suggests Columbia and Colum­ 
bus. 
There is really a connection be­ 
tween the two. The name Columbus— 
Colombo in Italian 
means “dove’’ and 
the columbine receives i13 name from 
the popular idea that it looks like a 
flock of doves. 
This form grows wild 
in the Rocky mountains. A front view 
of the flower shows a five-pointed star, 
a single petal is in the shape 
of 
a 
horn of plenty, typical 
of 
our 
re­ 
sources, and the short-spurred variety 
resembles a liberty cap. 
The lobes of 
its terminal divisions 
are 
thirteen— 
the original state*—and in color the 
columbine is either red. white or a 
pure blue.

Ohio Experiment Station Bulletin: 
Irrigation cannot be regarded as indis­ 
pensable to success in strawberry cul­ 
ture, as, by means of heavy mulching, 
sufficient water may be retained in the 
soli for the necessities of the crop in 
ordinary seasons, but an abundant sup­ 
ply of water simply 
makes success 
more certain, and where intensive cul­ 
ture is practiced an irrigation plant 
ought to be a part of the equipment. 
Strawberry plants require an abund­ 
ance of moisture at all 
stages 
of 
growth, but this is most easily secured 
during the first season by attending to 
the proper details in preparation of the 
soil and in cultivation. 
Early 
and 
continuous cultivation saves the moist­ 
ure to a greater extent than is com­ 
monly supposed.. 
It has been found 
that the loss of moisture from unplow­ 
ed ground may be in excess of that 
from cultivated sail to an amount equal 
to an inch and three-fourths of rainfall 
in one week. 
A m an with a team and 
sprinkling cart could not replace the 
water on an acre at land as fast as it 
escapes by evaporation from the soil 
when it goes off at th a t rate if he had 
to haul the water one-fourth of a mile. 
The importance of 
stirring the soil 
soon after a shower la generally known, 
but in practice cultivation, after slight 
showers is often neglected. This is be­ 
cause no crust forms after slight show­ 
ers; hence the necessity of stirring the 
soil at once is not apparent. 
A slight 
wetting of a dry soil, however, in­ 
creases the upward flow of water, hence 
there is more water added to the sur­ 
face soil at such times- than oomes in 
the form of rain. 
The sun and wind 
soon dissipate the slight rainfall, and 
along with it much of the water which 
came from the lower layers off the 
soil, leaving the soil drier than before. 
As the two are commonly used, a cul­ 
tivator is a better machine for irri­ 
gating than a sprinkling cart. 


S p r o u t in g P o t a t o S e e d . 
A writer in the New England F a rm ­ 
er tells th at the most successful grow­ 
ers sprout potato seed as follows: From 
six to seven weeks before it is time 
to plant in the field the potatoes are 
cut in the usual manner, spread thinly 
in a dry room free from frost, where 
they remain until quite dry, say for 
three days. 
They are then placed in 
boxes of sand as closely as possible. 
the sand being damp—not wet—and 
one inch in depth. 
Place 
the sets 
evenly over the whole surface and then 
cover with sand an inch in depth. 
Place the boxes in a light, airy rocm 
where the temperature is from 45 de­ 
grees at night to 55 degrees in the 
daytime. 
The sprouts will soon push 
forth and grow just in proportion as 
light, heat and moisture are afforded 
them. 
A slow growth is much to be 
preferred, as the stems will be much 
stronger and more vigorous after they 
are set in the field. 
To that end a low 
temperature, but little moisture, free 
circulation of air and all the light pos­ 
sible are essential. 
The 
boxes 
are 
placed one above the other in racks, 
with spaces between of six inches. 


N u t Tree* In 
M ic h ig a n . 
The Michigan station has given spe­ 
cial attention to the growing of nut 
trees. 
It finds very few of any com­ 
mercial value. 
Several kinds can be 
grown, however, in a small way, as an 
interesting 
study, 
or 
as an amuse­ 
ment. 
The 
soft-shell 
almond 
has 
proved hardy there. Of it they say that 
while it has borne nuts of pleasant 
flavor, they are not equal to those of­ 
fered in market. 
The Paragon is the 
only chestnut th a t has fruited, and its 
tendency is to overbear. 
Filberts and 
hazelnuts are of course hardy, but have 
not yet fruited. 
Pecans grown from 
Iowa seed are hardy, but the fruit is 
of little value. 
The soft-shell trees, 
grown from Texas seed, will not stand 
the winter without protection. 
Japan 
walnuts, somewhat like our 
butter­ 
nuts, do well; and the Persian, or Eng­ 
lish, walnut endures the climate, but 
has made slow growth.

and Canadian butter friends are wak­ 
ing up to the fact th at it is in the- 
flavor point where all the improvement 
is to be made. 
Of course—and it 
is- 
just here where all the 
trouble 
is

And they suggest 
all 
manner of ways and means to bring 
about the desired improvement.

may at first blush seem rather difficult 
but it is not impossible, and when 
you have done- it the reward will’ he- 
great. 
Of course it may be little more 
difficult for our American friends-than 
for us;* we have the

makers while the work of instruction, 
—or inspection.—went on among the 
suppliers—New. Zealand Dairyman.

The largest marine plant a n d proba­ 
bly one of the highest plants known on 
this globe, is a gigantic seaweed, th* 
nereocystis, 
the at em of 
which 
has 
been found to grow as much as JOO feet 
long, says an exchange. 
It was first 
discovered not far from the Alaskan 
coast, but has since been found floating 
in various parts of the Pacific ocean 
along the American and Asiatic shored. 
This seaweed grows in a very curious 
manner. 
J Auge 
quantities of it w e 
found at a little distance from shore, 
and at a depth not exceeding 300 feet. 
On loamy botton large thickets of this 
plant take root and a stem of the th ick ­ 
ness of ordinary cord grows upward. 
At. its top there is a pear shaped bal­ 
loon, which grows with the stem, and 
when it reaches tin surface of the w at­ 
er it often measures six feet and m ore 
in length, with a diameter of four feet 
six ic chee. 
This balloon lias, of course, 
an upward 
tendency, and keeps the 
stem growing anti! it floats on the c ur- 
face of taie water. 
From the top of 
this ballo on a large 
tu ft of strong, 
thick, spade-like 
leaves 
grows 
out, 
which originally are not more titan two 
feet long, and which grow and split 
until from 
the 
balloon a 
rose-like 
growth of from fifty to sixty-five feet 
in diameter covers the water. 
This 
gigantic wood grows in such quantities 
that near the shore large meadow-like 
islands are formed, w hich impede nav­ 
igation. 
T he natives of the Aleutian 
islands make m anifold usage of 
this 
plant. 
From th e strong dried stem s 
they make rope 2f>0 feet aud more long, 
while balloons of this 
weed furnish 
them with large vessels af tier they are 
dried, the sm aller ones being used in 
their boats to bail out water. 
The long 
leaves after being dried are cut into 
narrow strips and used for wickerwork, 
the m aking of baskets and similar fur­ 
niture.
